Bank Advanced $500,000 to Ponzi 
Against $1,500,000 Certificate of 
Deposit, Commissioner Says.

BOSTON, Aug. 11.—‘‘ Society owes 
me a chance to redeem my past,”’ de- 
clared Charles Ponzi, after his admis- 
sion today that he had been sentenced 
to three years in prison for forgery at 
Montreal and, during 1911 and 1912, 
served two years at Atlanta, Ga., for 
violating the United States immigration 
laws. 

The last offense was the bringing of 
five Italians into this country over the 
Canadian border. It was committed, 
Ponzi said, within ten days of his re- 
lease from the Montreal prison, where 
he was freed after 20 months for good 
behavior. 

Ponzi had been debonnair and smil- 
ing throughout his recent difficulties, 
but he wept today as he made his con- 
fession. His greatest sorrow, he said, 
was in having his wife learn .of his 
past record. He had never -told- her 
these things. 

Ponzi at first denied the Montreal 
story. Then he admitted that he was 
the man. Within three minutes he with- 
drew his ‘ confession’ and made an- 
other complete denial. Soon afterward 
he made a clean breast of the Montreal 
and Atlanta: episodes. 


He appeared particularly incensed at} 


the action of the, Bank Commissioner 
in closing the Hanover Trust Company, 


through which he had done most of his: 


business for the last two weeks, and in 
which he bought more than a quarter 
interest a number of weeks ago. 

William S..McNary, Vice President of 
the trust company, said he was sur- 
prised at the action, and insisted the 
institution was entirely solvent. The 
statement of Bank Commissioner Allen 
explains his action as follows: 

Bank Commissioner’s Charges. 

“Tt have had a corps of examiners 
at work on the books of the Hanover 
Trust Company since last Saturday. 
The reason for closing the bank was in 
a large part due to the condition of 
its loans. Not only did I find loans 
that were excessive and beyond the 
legal limit, but I found also many loans 
that are either bad or of very doubtful 


value. i 

“(The trust company, acting contrary 
to law and against the direction of the 
Bank Commissioner, has given Ponzi— 
either Ponzi or one of his agents— 
almost $500,000 of the $1,500,000 certifi- 
cate of deposit. I read to the officiais 
recently the law covering this matter 
and ordered them not to pay out any 
part of the cértificate of deposit.” 

Following the action of the. Bank 
Commissioner, Ponzi announced his 
resignation from the directorate of the 
trust company. The closing of the bank 
¢reated a small flurry. : 

Ponzi expressed great fear that he 
would be deported. Immigration Com- 
missioner Skeffington says in this re- 
gard: 

“T¢ Ponzi committed a crime within 
five years of kis entrance into the 
United States he would be liable to de- 
portation. I understand he went to 
Canada immediately upon his arrival 
here, and therefore the five-year limit 
would be counted -from the time he 
entered this country, from Canada. 

“If he has a ctfiminal record in 
Canada, he probably came into this 
country without inspection; if he aja 
that, he made false and untruthful 
statements and is here unlawfully.”

Navy Oil Contracts to End 
Commandeering on Pacific

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11. — The 
Navy Department within the last 
few days has contracted for ap- 
proximately 90 per cent. of the 
fuei oil needed by the fleet in Pa- 
cific waters, the result being that 
from now on the navy will be able, 
in most cases, to discontinue com- 
mandeering fuel supplies. 

Since July, 1917, the navy on the 
west qoast has been compelled to 
resort to commandeering fuel be- 
cause of inability to obtain bids for 
the supply needed. Secretary Dan- 
iels also said today that the gaso- 
‘line supply needed by the Pacific 
organization has also been con- 
tracted for. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 
DISREGARDS HOMES 


160,000 Apartments Needed, 
but Only One Such Structure 
Planned for Manhattan. 


REPORT FOR JULY IS ISSUED 














It Shows Housing Accommoda- 
tions Here May Decrease, but 
115 Garages Will Be Built. 


Plans for only one apartment house 
and one dwelling were filed in Manhat- 
tan in July, compared with plans for 
five theatres, 115 garages and three 
indicating that despite 
the agitation for the construction of 
dwellings the building trend was re- 
flecting little interest in the = sit- 


uation. 

Not only does this July building pro- 
gram fail to take into consideration the 
grave. necessity for adding to New York 
City’s living accommodations, but it ac- 
tually may. replace existing residential 
properties with mercantile or amuse- 
ment buil , diminishing to a greater 
degree. the preserit supply. 

The nérmal construction in this city 
according to Tenement House Commis- 
sioner Frank Mann is about 28,000 
apartments a year in addition ts two- 
family houses and hotel apartments but 
during the last four years the average 
construction has dwindled to about 4,000 
a year. 

160,000 Apartménts Needed. 

Estimates of the number oi apart- 
ments needed to meet New York City’s 
requirements have been placéd as high 
as 160,000 by Bdward P. Doyie, Sec- 
retary of the Mayor's Housing Confer- 
ence Committee but this figure does not 
take into consideration the additional 
space takén out.of the existing supply 
as the result of building operations in- 
volving the demolition of residential 
properties. 

The report of building operations for 
July as given out yesterday by Super- 
intendent Rudolph P. Miller of the Man- 
hattan Bureau of Buildings shows a de- 
cided increase as. compared with. fig- 
ures for the corresponding period last 
year. The report indicates that during 
July, 1920, plans were filed for 575 new 
structures involving an estimated out- 
lay of $73,652,258 against only 219 cost- 
ing $28,053,061 during the same month 
in 1919. ‘The lone apartment house will 
cost $2,500,000 and the private house, 
$120,000. No plans were filed for school 
houses, churches, hospitals ¢ér public 
buildings. 

The report shows that applications 
were filed for alterations to 2,759 build- 
ings, estimated to cost $26,993,893, as 
against 2,189, costing a total of $14,200,- 
361, the same month last year. 

Mayor Asks Newton’s Aid. 

Mayor Hylan wrote to Charles D.| 
Newton, State Attorney General, yester- | 
day asking co-operation in aiding the 
builders of bungalows on leased land at 
Rockaway Point, Roxbury and Point 
Breeze. Residents have complained that 
the Rockaway Point Company has or- 
dered either to move their bungalows or 
accept new ‘leases at excessive figures, 
Part of the land involved is claimed by 
the State and has been in litigation for 
‘years. :

It has been filed for. transmission to 
every Embassy and Legation of the 
United States in Europe and the Far 
East. 

What steps have been taken to get it 
before the Russian people, for whom it 
is especially intended, State Department 
officials decline to say, or even to admit 
that an effort will be made to obtain 
its publication in Russia, but there is 
every reason to believe that this Gov- 
ernment is seeking means -of bringing 
the declaration to the attention of the 
Russians. . 

In taking steps for the widespread dis- 
tribution of the communication. which 
was addressed to the Itallan Ambassa- 
dor in Washington in response to an :n- 
quiry from his Government, President 
Wilson and. Secretary Colby are not 


sending up any mere trial balloon. The/| 


statements in Mr. Colby’s rote embody 
a fixed and definite policy of the United 
States and are not intended as feelers to 
ascertain whether this policy will meet 
with the approval of the allied nations 
ef Europe. The note may be taken, if 
what is being said in informed circles is 
to be accepted, as the last word of this 
Government with reference to the man- 
ner in which it will particlpate in the 
handling of the serious questions in- 
volving Polish independence and Bolshe- 
vist rule in Russia. 
“Available Means Question Up. 

Interest today rning the note 
centred in the promise of the United 
States to employ “’ available means ’” 
to preserve the itieal and territorial 
integrity of the h State. No oftfi- 
cial acquainted wi the plans of the 
Government whs willing to indicate what 
these means would or could be. 

That they do not contemplate the use 
of military forces seems to have been 
definitely established, for it is agreed 
that American troops could be sent to 
Poland for war purposes only with the 
consent of Congress. That President 
Wilson will call Congress in extraordi- 
nary session, with a view to obtaining 
that authority, is regarded as out of the 
question. Such other means as might 
be employed without Congressional sanc- 
tion seem to have narrowed down to the 
reimposition of the blockade on Soviet 
Russia which was recently lifted, with 
certain qualifications. 

The reimposition of the blockade is 
considered a rather futile measure, in 
view of the fact that this country is 
exporting practically nothing to Russia, 
and no injury to the Soviet Government 
would be inflicted by a decree cutting 
off American supplies.

POLES MASS ARMY 
FOR COUNTERBLOW 


Plan Offensive Along the Entire 
Warsaw Front te Save 
Their Capital. 


Bolshevist Converging Move- 
ment Being Held in Check— 
Epidemic Weakens Poles. 


WARSAW, Aug. 10 
Press)—A concentration and regrouping 
of the Polish forces for an extensive 
counter stroke on the entire Warsaw 
front is reported by. today’s newspapers. 

The plans are, it is said, to begin 
this counter move within a few days. 
Military men express the opinion that 
this is a propitious time to strike back 
in an effort to drive off the Soviet 
forces which are endeayoring to en- 
circle the capital. 

A communication issued today by the 
War Office stiys there is heavy fight- 
ing on either tip of the hook-shaped 
line which the Bolsheviki are trying to 
bend down upon the Vistula River with 
Warsaw as the prize. Northwest of 
the capital fighting rages for the pos- 
session of Ciechanow. The Polish gar- 
rison at Miawa has repelled repeated 
Red attacks. 

Between the Narew and Bug rivers 
there is close-up fighting in which the 
Poles are holding their own. For the 
most part the Reds are using machine 
guns and rifles: 

Soviet cavalry involved in the opera- 
tion north of the Narew River is yen nec 
itatively reported ‘not to be 
énough to attempt to force a passage to 
the Vistula, or to even” seriously threaten 
the Thorn region. 

The swinging movement to the north of 
this city, apparently planned to out- 
flank the defenses of Warsaw and force 
the Poles to withdraw across the Vis- 
tula, is the greatest manoeuver under- 
taken as yet by the Bolsheviki.

GERMANTOWN, Ohio, Aug. 11.—Be- 
fore an enthusiastic crowd of neighbors, 
admirers and party adherents that over~ 
flowed the athletic field at Miami Mili- 
tary Institute here tonight, the Rev. 
Aaron S. Watkins, Presidential candi- 
date of the Prohibition’ Party, and D. 
Leigh Colvin, his running mate, for- 


mally accepted their nominations, both | 


asserting that enforcement. of prohibition 
laws, and especially. the Volstead act, 
was the vital issue of the campaign. 
The candidates will carry the gospel 
of .their party into every section of the 
country by airplane. Decision for the 
air campaign was reached late this 
afternoon by. the National Executive 
Committee, after an all day session.

In his acceptance speech Mr. Watkins

BANK USURY. 
Controller of ‘the Currency WILLIAMS, 
“lends his official authority to the 
charge that national banks asa class 
make excessiv profits by- undue 
charges on call foans.. He states that 
there are $500,000, 000 of each loans 
in this city, and ‘‘ assumes’’ that 
similar loans by other banks for them- 
selves and: their ‘provincial correspon- 
dents, swell the total to a round billion. 
| One per cent. on this sum works out 
to about $30,000 per day, and there- 
fore an increase from 6 per cent. ‘to 12 
per cent. adds $180,000 to the profits 
of the banks, all from.a@ rate above 
what is usually called the legal rate, 
but which is not so for: many loans. 
There is nothing “wrong about the 
Controller's arithmetic when he says 
that ‘‘a 20-.per cet. call money 
‘trate Would mean a net profit‘ per 
“t "Poem! of $600,000, which means enor- 

‘mous earnings to the lending banks, 
‘“‘ but a burdénsome if riot ruinous ex- 

* action upon borrowers.’ 

Except the arithmetic, most of the 
Controller's. statements are wrong. 
His estimate of the loans on call on 
security collateral is. as moderate as 
his inference of usury is exaggerated: 
Such loans at times run up to several 
billion3, but. the profits reach only a 
fraction of his calculation. There is 
no justification for calculating the to- 
tal yield from call loans on security 
collateral from the Tate paid.on a few 
scattering loans for mofey lent prac- 
tically to the highest bidder, There 
would :be a rebellion’ if ‘the custom 
were to mark all.call loans up to the 
‘few: loans which are quoted. Oftener 
f happens that banks send in money 
for the purpose of breaking the quota- 
tion. “When that .is done there never 
is reluctance to quote the name of the 
lending bank to its credit. It would 
be possible to make a longer and more 
honorable list of banks breaking the 
call money market than of banks 
charging the usury the Controller al- 
leges as general. A call money ,rate 
without the name of the_lending bank 
has somé resemblances to ap anony- 
mous letter. It has*-no right to be 
taken as‘a quotation of the New York 
money market, and it is often made 
by or on account of out-of-town banks 
which send their surplus funds to be 
lent here in a manner not available in 
their home towns. + 

When the Controfler.receives the in- 
formation. which he.asks for it will 
be surprising if he finds that the-call 
money market is used for the purpose 
of finding ‘‘‘capital’’ for railroads 
and industrial. conterns of highest 
credit. Some of them may be using 
too much bank credit for loans. The 
‘Controller is. safe in. assuming that 
such cases are as: rare as those in 
whjch all bank loans aré marked up 
to the usurious rates which he names 
as paid in some cases. It is true that 
money now rules above the so-called 
legal rate. It hardly could be other- 
‘wise when the Treasury is borrowing 
at 6 per cent. and the Federal Re- 
serve rate for commercial paper is 
7 per cent. in other cities than New 
York. The national banks~ are not 
national in any such sense.as the Fed- 
eral Reserve,.and there is more preju- 
dice to trade in rates higher than nec- 
essary on commercial paper than in 
whatever rates for call money*on col- 
lateral loans. The Federal Reserve 
can be trusted to reply for itself to 
any remarks the Controller may, feel 
disposed to make on the profits of the 
Federal. Reserve. They probably jare 
higher than for the national banks on 


an average.

DECLARES SHIP LAW 
IS HERE TO STAY 


Senator Jones Tells Pacific 
Coast Business Men It 
Won't Be Modified. 








AIMED AT HOLDING TRADE 


Shipping Men Angry When Pacific 
Company’s Representative Falis 
to Answer Questions. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TACOMA, Wash., Aug. 11.—Before one 
of the largest and most representative 
gatherings of shipping men and port 
officials ever held on the Pacific Coast, 
Senator Weagley I. Jones yesterday de- 
fended Section 28 of the Shipping act, 
which is considered by most of the ship- 
ping and business men of this coast as a 
direct “menace to the trade of coast 
Ports, 

‘* This law will not be modified in any 
way to encourage our competitors,’’ said 
Senator Jones at the Commercial Club, 
after having addressed the representa- 
tive group. ‘‘ Whether they like it or 
not, I am prepared to carry it through. 
Later they will see the mistakes they 
have made by thus addressing me. I 
came here to explain myself in open fo- 
rum. They have got to have a chance 
of expressing themselves as well, and 
a real chance to blow off steam.”’ 

Yesterday's meeting was the first at 
which Senator Jones discussed publicly 
the new law. He declared that Congress 
would never alter the law on the basis 

of ‘‘ opinions of reasons,'’ but only if 
actual operation resulted in positive and 
tangible injury to American trade. 

Delegations attending the conference 
included. representatives of San Fran- 
cisco, Portland, Los Angeles, San Diego, 
Astoria, Grey’s Harbor and Seattle 
Chambers of Commerce, and the Seattle, 


Tacoma, Portland and San Francisco 
Port Commissions. Besides the out-of- 
town delegates, Tacoma businéss men 
turned out in tar numbers to attend 
the Ay Brgy It estimated that well 
over 1,100 members were present.

MILAN, Aug. 11.—An anarchist “ fire

The whole city of Florence was shaken 
and thousands of windows shattered. 
The casualties are most serious and the 
death roll, it is feared, will be a long

Mangied bodies of the victims were 
whirled through space for a distance of 
nearly a ‘mile from the scene of the 
explosion. The place is still unapproach- 
able, according to the latest telephone 
message tonight. 

Bombs are yet bursting incessantly 
and their casings are being rained down 
in the streets of Florence. Tremendous 
damage has been wrought in the San 
Gervasio quarter and in that of the 
Field. of Mars. 

Mofe than 100 persons injured are re- 
ported in the hospitals.

‘Samuel .Gompers, President .-of the 
American Federation ‘of Labor, and 
Chairman of the Executive Council, dic- 
tated a brief statement naming Friday, 
Sept. 10 as the gate for the calling ‘to-, 
gether of delegates from the 600 or more 
local unions eligible for affiliation with 
the new. body. These unions represent a 
membersbip of about 400,000 workers, 
but do not include the seceded groups 
in the men’s. clothing industry. Mr. 
Gompers’s statement said: 

‘‘The Executive Council of the Amer- 
ican Federation of. Labor approved the 
proposal of the Brooklyn Central Labor 
Union, which has for its.effect the call- |. 
ing of all bona fide local trade a 
federal labor union in Greater’ Ni 
York to amalgamate and form-one or- 
ganized central body covering the jurjs- 
diction of Greater New York. ‘ 

“The Executive Council set Wriday 
evening, Sept. 10, as the time to hold 
“the meeting of delegates to form: the 
wd central body. \. The’ place -of the 

ing will be the, Central Opera 
House, and the meeting may be con- 
tinued on Saturday, Sept. 11, the whole 
“purpose being to have one comprehen- 
sive and constructive organized central 
body of the workers of Greater New 
York, to. be helpful in. bettering the 
existing conditions of all.” 

An official call, addressed to the heads 
of the international unions with locals 
in this city, drafted yesterday,- was 
made public last night. 

‘At the September meeting’ officers 
will be elected, committees appointed 
arid a constructive plan worked out to 
set-in motion the American Federation, 
of Labor's delayed hon-partisan cam-
